YE OLDE

tournaments. We have set up a very basic 
point system to select the ‘‘Benchrest 
Shooter of the Year’. Seven matches are 
‘designated tournaments,”’ three of the 
NBRSA, three of the IBS, plus the Super 
Shoot. We will keep tabs on things 
monthly here in P.S., there will be a very 
nice trophy, plus the winner gets the 
November P.S. cover. Look up the article 
in this issue, we're rather pleased with 
the whole thing, and hope that you'll 
enjoy it. Whoever wins it will certainly 
have had a tussle on his (or her) hands! 

We'll close with a bit of philosophy. 
Over the past few months, several times 
I've been asked the question. . . . usually 
by someone in a reflective mood, ‘‘Why 
haven't the two organizations gone back 
together?’ To tell you the truth, or at 
least the truth as | see it, here’s the story 

both organizations are quite 
peacefully coexisting today. As long as 
they maintain their present parallel paths 
of cooperating with each other in an 
arms-length relationship, things will likely 
continue quite calm and peaceful. The 
top officers of both organizations are 
quite capable and reasonable people. 
They are also intelligent, and they rec- 
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ognize that once merger talks start, there 
will be considerable differences of 
opinion on many matters .... these 
differences could grow to full-scale ar- 
guments, and perhaps the peaceful re- 
lationship of today could be destroyed, 
oddly enough, by the very process of 
getting back together again. The top 
executives of both groups are un- 
doubtably aware of this hazard. Another 
hazard is the possibility of losing the 
support of your own group in the merger 
. ... Which by its very nature will have to: 
be a give-and-take proposition for both. 
If twenty or thirty of your constituency 
decide that you should not have yielded 
to the other organization on some par- 
ticular point, you find yourself between 
the devil and the deep blue sea; con- 
cessions have to be made or there is no 
hope of merger. . . . yet if your own group 
criticizes you for every concession that 
you make .... 1 can understand the 
reluctance of the leadership of both 
groups to tackle the situation until they 
feel that the time is NOW. 

When the merger does take place, it will 
ultimately have to be done by a com- 
mittee of each group who was empow- 
ered by its organization to represent 
them, to hammer out an agreement, and 
that agreement would be final, not 


subject to membership ratification. I’m 
sure that the members of both organi- 
zations, at their annual meetings, while 
some character talked forever about 
some minor, obscure point, wished that 
he was someplace else. Make the merger 
subject to ratification by the members, 
and the meeting would last at least a 
week, and every concession made would 
be labeled ‘‘treason’’ by at least some 
dunderhead in the audience. 

Is the time now? Probably not. But it 
certainly is getting closer. | have a funny 
feeling that it will be accomplished within 
the terms of office of the two top officers 
of both organizations at the present time. 
Readers should make their thoughts on 
the subject known to their officers and 
directors, so they know what you think. 
We can, however, exist apart for a 
considerable period of time yet, as long 
as the present spirit of cooperation and 
acceptance continues.

. and he said many remarkable 
sooths. The board was charmed by his 
earthy wisdom, to say nothing of the fact 
that he bought the next three rounds of 
drinks, and his suggestions were 
adopted to the letter. Okay, dear reader, 
get your pencils and paper out .... 
here’s the plan.... 

Precision Shooting Magazine, at the 
1984 Super Shoot, will present a 
handsome trophy to the fellow — or gal 
— who qualifies as the Benchrest 
Shooter of 1983. How will that re- 
doubtable person be selected?

We'll 
do our best to keep you posted on points 
earned throughout the year, although we 
will of necessity, be a month or so behind.

The 
winner will also get the November, 1983 
issue cover.

Kelbly handed me a computer printed 
awesome display that you will find printed 
herewith. | was overwhelmed by its im- 
pressive appearance, and was trying to 
find a way to discuss its contents in- 
telligently (which was a trifle difficult since 
| had no idea what the darn thing was), 
but | finally weakened, and confessed my 
ignorance. 

George and Number One Son were 
apparently arguing the revolutions per 
minute achieved by bullets at specified 
velocity levels, in certain twist barrels. 
Keep in mind the fact that George has a 
computer in the shop, for Super Shoot 
calculations and other similar tasks. At 
the height of the discussion, Number One 
Son disappeared for a relatively brief 
period of time, apparently gave the 
computer a singularly vicious kick, 
whereupon said computer disgorged the 
accompanying table. 

Left hand column is velocity, in feet per 
second. Headings at the top of each 
column are the various barrel twists (one

turn in ten inches, etc.), and the columns 
show the bullet’s revolutions per minute 
(R.P.M.) as it leaves the barrel. 

This is pretty heady stuff (most stuff 
coming out of a computer is), and we’re 
not going to give you any conclusions, but 
we'll leave you with a couple of thoughts 
to ponder over your evening's cocoa and 
marshmallow: 

(1) Is it possible that there is something 
that is very important to accuracy that we 
have never considered .. , . namely that 
there is an optimum R.P.M. range for the 
finest accuracy, and that has to be fol- 
lowed rather closely? As a ’fer instance, 
from the tables .... Suppose you have 
been having a great deal of success with

a 14 inch twist 6PPC at 3400 f.p.s. The 
table shows that is giving you 174,857 
r.p.m. Now, you decide to get a 13 inch 
twist barrel, and do some experimenting. 
If there was anything important to this 
RPM theory (and remember, it’s un- 
proven, and indeed no one is advocating 
it), then you would have to drop your 
velocity to somewhere in the 3150 range 
to get the same RPM level in a 13 inch 
twist. Conversely, you would have to 
increase it to almost 3650 in a 15 inch 
twist barrel to stay in that R.P.M. range. 
(2) Once you get to a certain r.p.m. 
range, you may be putting so much strain 
on the bullet that if you persist in wanting 
that high velocity, you should be using a 
slower twist barrel. 
No conclusions, just another table to 
paste on the shop wall.

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LETTER TO EDITOR 


Dear Dave: 

Seely’s article in December P.S. was 
very interesting. It addresses a lot of 
questions that need answering. There 
are related points that | want to em- 
phasize in case people doing this work 
are not already informed. 

1.) In order to cut a true cone, the 
cutting point of the lathe tool must be 
exactly the same height as the axis of the 
lathe. If it is not, the lathe cuts a shape 
that is not a cone. The shape that is cut 
is curved further and further away from 
the bolt nose the closer it gets to the 
chamber (a hyperbola of revolution). This 
resulting surface is one which does not 
follow the cone of the bolt nose and which 
gaps away from the bolt further and 
further the closer it gets to the chamber. 
To place more emphasis on this vital 
point and to help convince people to 
remember it, here is why it is important. 

If one sections the rear of the brass 
shells we use he will note that the zone 
just in front of the head is thicker than the 
more forward parts of the shell wall. This 
zone, the web, is given extra strength so 
it can stand the shearing forces imposed 
on that part of the brass because it is 
unsupported during the high pressure 
period in powder combustion. If it is not 
strong enough for this exposure, it blows 
out and lets all kinds of bad fly back at 
the shooters face. Some people don’t like 
this. Now, if the gap from the barrel to the 
bolt is large enough so the unsupported 
area extends beyond the web to where 
the case wall is quite thin the rifle is likely 
to blow thru the brass even at what would 
be normal pressures. While, if the gap is 
kept quite small, very high pressures are 
required to cause trouble. Since 
benchresters always operate about a half 
a grain under blowup, guns for this 
service should be constructed with 
particular care in this aspect of fitting. 
The author recommends the gap be held 
between 0.002” and 0.006”. 

2.) In addition to the methods Seely 


covered there is another way to deter- 
mine how much metal to remove when 
adjusting the thread tennon length. For 
clarification, this is the part of the 
operation where the conical cuts are 
made to remove just enough metal to 
allow the bolt to close. The amount to 
remove can be gaged as follows. Place 
the bolt in the action and close it. Screw 
the barrel into the action until it touches 
the bolt nose. Now measure the distance 
from the front of the action to the 
shoulder on the barrel. This is the amount 
to be removed but be sure to follow 
Seely’s instructions on how to control 
this cut at the proper depth. Always 
remember to be conservative in making 
these cuts. If you are not cautious the first 
time, by damn you will be from then on. 

3.) The last point | want to cover ap- 
plies to all kinds of machine fits where a 
controlled amount of clearance is re- 
quired. In these situations a method is 
needed to confirm that in fact the 
clearance required has been achieved. 

| use the 0.025” lead wire extruded 
making bullet cores. | stick about a 1/2” 
length of wire to the bolt nose with some 
stiff grease and then close the bolt with 
the barrel seated in the action. Some- 
times this requires a lot of force when the 
clearance is unusually close. Then | re- 
trieve the wire and mike it to find out how 
much space there was in that crucial gap. 
One more time, that gap size is more 
important to safety than head space. 
Make sure it is right before anyone fires 
the gun. 

The author uses this technique to 
check head space with a go gage. When 
he is thru he knows that part of the gun 
is safe. It is recommended that all smiths 
and shooters use this means of checking 
their fire arms if the technique is appli- 
cable. If a shooter has any arms which 
form a ‘‘belt’’ on the back of the brass 
during firing that arm probably has 
gaposis. Get if fixed.

An Approach to Hunter Class 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Carroll Green is a 
two-time NBRSA Hunter class National 
Champion, which isn’t too bad when you 
consider that they've only had nationals 
for three years in this class. Carroll tells 
the story from the NBRSA side of things, 
and | should note that the IBS likewise 
has a large complement of enthusiastic 
and capable hunter shooters. Be this as 
it may, we have needed an ‘‘overview”’ of 
hunter class from a capable competitor's 
viewpoint for some time now, and | do 
believe that Carroll has provided just 
that. If you do not shoot the class, try the 
article anyway. The principles apply to 
the benchrest and varmint classes as 
well. 


OBJECTIVE — The hunter class as 
sanctioned by NBRSA was originally 
devised as a means to generate interest 
in benchrest shooting. The premise being 
that anyone could participate with 
hunting type rifle, compete with fellow 
shooters, and build up competition 
through simple scoring. The rules pre- 
cluded the use of bench guns. It has 
developed, however, into a two-way 
street. Although hunter class has ac- 
complished its stated objectives, we find 
some dedicated benchrest shooters who 
served no apprenticeship in hunter class 
participating in this class because of the 
challenge it provides. And those who 
started in hunter class inevitably migrate 
into bench rest but never lose their in- 
terest in hunter class. 

The techniques learned in shooting, 
loading, and doping conditions are either 
learned the hard way, through the school 
of hard knocks, or are helped along by

those clubs who are fortunate enough to 
have benchrest shooters among their 
ranks. No other sport has demonstrated 
a more willing and helpful group as has 
the competitive accuracy shooters. 

GOALS — In an effort to accomplish 
the stated objectives, the founding fa- 
thers of hunter rifle class developed 
national competition through such vehi- 
cles as the ‘‘Transcontinental Hunter 
Rifle League’. It is comprised of four 
geographically oriented divisions and 
encompasses as many as 26 clubs and 
spreads through the lower 48 states, 
Alaska and Canada. It was hoped that 
this would lead to eventual national 
competition. In 1980 the first ‘‘Hunter 
Nationals’ were held in New Braunfels, 
Texas and are being held yearly with 
NBRSA blessings. Much effort for many 
years by such people as Bob Pease, Tony 
Hidalgo, March Lyons, and many other 
club moderators culminated into accep- 
tance by the national organization. Most 
of the names you see in the winners circle 
of the competing clubs in hunter are also 
active in benchrest shoots, and they 
frequently show up in the winners circle 
of benchrest competition. 

The League, national competition, and 
duality of hunter and benchrest has 
developed into a powerful arm of the 
“shooting sport’. 

ASSESSMENT OF POTENTIAL — 
Any competitive sport involvement 
should be conducted like a profitable 
business. In our sport, profit could be 
equated to personal satisfaction or ac- 
complishment of personal goals. What- 
ever drives you.

what you can afford and tailor your in- 
volvement. To excel you must assemble 
those components which have demon- 
strated the utmost in accuracy either in 
past hunter experience or benchrest 
empirical data. Granted some factory 
rifles have done quite well, they are an 
exception rather than a rule. 

As to specifics, a choice must be made 
whether to assemble some of the 
components yourself with the assistance 
of areputable gunsmith or have this same 
gunsmith do the entire package for you. 
It depends on personal expertise and 
confidence. 


Planning a shooting system is half the 
fun. Whatever your choice, the next step 
is the assessment of the potential of the 
rifle, cartridge components, and loading 
techniques. The end result of all these 
variations is the rifle’s grouping ability at 
yardages. It is said that one with 1/2” 
grouping is a competitive rifle. It has been 
noted that the winner's rifles group less 
than half as much. So if you want suc- 
cess, part of the system is a rifle capable 
of 1/4” groups at 100 yards. Not too long 
ago this was a prerequisite for bench 
guns. The secret in all this is to properly 
identify the problem area which prevents 
your rifle from attaining such accuracy. 
Maybe | should repeat that statement. 
The secret — well it may be the reason 
some shooters choose to have a rifle 
totally built by a reputable gunsmith. If it 
doesn't shoot, they can blame someone 
else but they will never win. No matter 
how the rifle is assembled or who did it, 
you still have to get involved in load 
development, bullet selection, powder 
selection, neck turning brass, and other 
techniques garnered from the benchrest 
fraternity but staying within the rules. 
When you have given your best effort and 
are still not satisfied with the result of 
your ‘‘system’’, you then must become 
ruthless in your extermination of those 
problem items in your ‘‘system’’. Do not 
hesitate to replace any component which 
you have identified as less than the best 
available. Lucky is the shooter who has 
only to develop a good load. A look at the 
equipment list of the Nationals will show 
a development of interest in low recoil 
calibers such as ‘‘6MM HLS” or ‘'6 MNI 
Hunter’ which comes directly from 
benchrest trend of thought and the less 
sensitive to recoil shooters who prefer 
the .308 for its hole size advantage in 
scoring. Some also believe its accuracy 
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is fully capable of delivering winning 
scores. Past nationals would seem to 
bear this out. Whatever, make the choice 
before you start, to minimize your ex- 
penditure. Try a friend’s rifle, you may be 
surprised. 

So now you have selected a caliber, 
action, stock, trigger, barrel, scope, and 
bases. You also know the individual 
weights of all these components and 
have selected a gunsmith. The work 
currently being put out by benchrest 
gunsmiths is beyond reproach. Their 
credibility depends on_ satisfied 
customers and they will go out of their 
way to help anyone interested in shooting 
whether or not one is a customer. The 
only thing left now that you have your rifle 
is to take it to the range and shoot it. 
Simple? Not so simple. Select brass, turn 
necks to fit chamber so that a minimum 
of neck sizing is required and still hold the 
bullet with uniform tension. Fire form 
cases. Do not be concerned with groups 
yet. Flash-hole uniform cases, sort out by 
weight group and if you can check for 
case head squareness. 

Now that you have ‘‘custom”’ cases, 
select a powder of known reliability, 
bullets of known quality, and try seating 
bullets in the lands and try for group. Alter 
seating depth by small increments off the 
lands and compare groups to determine 
which seating depths produces best 
group. If your planning was good and all 
components of your system were 
properly executed, your groups should 
be satisfactory, and approaching the 
magic 1/4’. No? Well now start from 
scratch. Are your dies of good quality 
straight line hand type? Primers good 
quality? Bullets and powders of same 
lots? Barrel bore and action bore in line? 
Bolt face square with action and bore and 
no play? Rarely a problem anymore, but 
is the chamber square and in line with 
bore? Is firing pin spring of proper force 
and is firing pin protrusion of proper 
dimension? Is the bedding of good quality 
and does it check out on a dial indicator? 
Are guard screws of proper length and 
tension? Are guard screws touching the

can safely assume that something has 
gone awry. The best laid plans of mice 
and men — look for the obvious first. 
Scope problems. Scope mounting loose. 
Bedding gone sour. If the problem was 
sudden look for the former, if it was aslow 
change it could be barrel fouling, bedding 
change, barrel erosion, or some change 
in components. 

Ferreting out the problem can be as 
challenging as the competition itself al- 
though less rewarding. 

Enough of the problems, let’s look at 
some winning combinations. 

EQUIPMENT AND CUSTOM WORK 
— No matter what your decision may be 
in the selection of components, your 
choice of gunsmith is quite varied. Many 
are competitors themselves, some are 
barrel makers, stock makers, and some 
build components or complete rifles. You 
may decide on reputation, convenience of 
locale, or ‘‘a shot in the dark’. Either way 
you will find all to be quality gunsmiths. 
The equipment list from regional and

this and usually become trend setters 
themselves. Do not be afraid to experi- 
ment. Some winning combinations come 
from such endeavors. 

MENTAL ATTITUDES AND STRA- 
TEGIES DESIGNED TO WIN — Now that 
you have gone through all this exercise 
and are satisfied with your assessment of 
equipment potential, here comes the hard 
part. Attitudes which affect your winning 
potential and those strategies which will 
influence your winning capabilities. 

If you enter this game for the sole 
purpose of ‘‘having a lark’’ you may win 
some matches, but by accident. If you 
enter this game for the sole purpose of 
winning matches no matter what, your 
victory will be short lived and not very 
rewarding. If, however, you enter this 
game, set some personal goals, which 
may include winning matches, and are 
willing to make a contribution to the 
sport, your fellow shooters, and to those 
near and dear to you, you will earn a 
respected position among your peers. 

“Competitor” is from the old Spanish 
language meaning ‘‘to witness’’. At the 
end of the race there will be only one 
victor. The rest of the participants will be 
witnesses to that victory. What do you 
wish to be? Victor or witness? What got 
you into this business in the first place? 
Certainly a desire to be involved in the 
accuracy quest, but perhaps a longing to 
demonstrate a rugged individualism not 
too often found in our modern society. 

Ethnic background can certainly be a 
contributing factor. | can think of no other 
group who more aptly fits this description 
than the ‘‘Louisiana Cajuns’’. For the 
past seven years they have been 
Transcontinental League champions. 
Competitors with names like Broussard, 
Leblanc, Laviolette, Vincent, Guillot, yes 
and even names like Lyons, Fung, and 
Green can trace their ancestry to French 
Acadians in Nova Scotia who were ex- 
pelled from their homeland for refusal to 
swear allegiance to the British king and 
church and refused to relinquish their 
right to bear arms. This was in 1755, 
before the American Revolution. It says 
a lot about competitive spirit. 


If something similar has fired you up 
with a will to win, now all you need is a 
strategy, to win. What can you do at the 
bench that will allow you to shoot better 
than your neighbor. Develop a load which 
will have a point of impact at 200 yards 
in a vertical plane from 100 yards with no 
windage adjustment being necessary. 
Slight variations in powder charge can 
manifest themselves in the necessity to 
make windage adjustments when 
changing yardage. Find a yardage stable 
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load. Sight inon aday when no conditions 
exist. Early morning is best. Sight in for 
a ‘‘dead air zero’ at 100 yards and 
determine proper scope adjustment for 
200 yards. No windage adjustment 
should be necessary if you did your 
homework working up loads. The 
objective is to remove all variations in 
scope adjustments and devote concen- 
tration to changing conditions. 

Practice in gun handling techniques 
preclude error on your part and any shot 
which does not go where aimed on 
sighter target is due to conditions. Ap- 
propriate holdover on record target 
should place the bullet in the ten ring, 
right? Were it so simple there would be 
no challenge to the game. 

You must be able to gauge the 
changing velocity of the wind, change in 
wind direction, changing light conditions, 
mirage condition, be able to detect cross 
fires when they occur, prevent yourself 
from committing the same error. Sounds 
a lot like benchrest shooting doesn't it? 
Now you know the reason for the title of 
this article. The end result of both games 
is the same. 

The score and/or group size occur 
between your ears. The strategy which 
wins can be evaluated in the warm up 
match. There is sufficient time to shoot 
the target twice using all the allotted time 
to formulate a shooting format which can 
be followed throughout the matches. 
Score is of no importance in the warm up 
but DEVELOPMENT OF STRATEGY IS! 

Secrets will out. Try to pick a condition 
which will be dependable and re-occur- 
ring. You will not have to spend as much 
time on the sighter target and can 
complete record fire in the minimum 
amount of time. Be able to recognize a 
change in the overall pattern of condi- 
tions and alter your strategy accordingly. 
It then becomes necessary to use the 
sighter target to greater advantage. Use 
everything at your disposal, not just the 
wind flag in your line of fire but all the flags 
to get an overall impression of the wind 
force and direction. Most important, 
shoot one record at a time, sort of like 
trap shooting, beak one target at a time, 
and do not pay attention to what your 
neighbors are doing. Devote all your 
effort to your results. When you run a foot 
race, don’t look back to see who is 
catching up, run to the best of your ability 
no matter who is ahead of you. 

Winning is a matter of doing your best 
no matter what adverse conditions you 
come up against. Do not give up, the 
competition is not over till the last shot is 
fired. If you do not win, accept defeat 
gracefully, congratulate the winner, and 
try harder next time. Learn from all your 
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efforts or you will be doomed to make the 
same mistakes over again. 

RECENT TRENDS IN EQUIPMENT — 
Recent trends which are developing do 
not necessarily occur in equipment but 
rather in experimentation to develop 
more accurate cartridge design, velocity 
development coupled with proper bullet 
weight to minimize wind drift and drop. 
Good examples are the effort by shooters 
using 6 HLS, 6MM Hunter, 7MM-.08, and 
variations of shortened 308’s. 6MM 
shooters strive for maximum velocity 
with heavier bullets while .308 shooters 
strive for maximum velocity with lighter 
bullets. Do you suppose the optimum lies 
somewhere in between? 

| have posed many questions in hopes 
of piquing your interest. If you are not 
already involved in hunter rifle, maybe 
you will accept the challenge as have the 
Louisana Cajuns and give them ‘‘arun for 
their money’’. You have to knock over the 
best to win and that is what makes for an 
interesting shooting sport. 

| view this treatise on ‘‘Hunter Rifle as 
Apprenticeship to Benchrest’ as a re-

| hope | have been able to report on it with 
fairness.

Dear PS, 

On variable pitch or gain twist rifled 
barrels: 

| believe gain twist barrels were orig- 
inally developed for use with spherical or 
round ball projectiles, where only the 
tangential part of the projectile was in 
contact with the barrel lands, differing 
from a cylindrical projectile where the 
length of the cylinder is in contact with the 
barrel lands. 

Seems to me that the varying helix 
angle of the lands in a gain twist rifled 
barrel would cause a varying land helix 
angle to be pressed into a cylindrical 
bullet, as the bullet travels from the 
breech to the muzzle. 

Thus the lands of a variable pitch or 
gain twist barrel would deform a cylin- 
drical bullet more than the lands of a 
constant pitch barrel (all other dimen- 
sions being equal), possibly decreasing 
accuracy from the gain twist barrel. 

| have not tested these assumptions 
and would be interested in seeing test 
results in PS from someone who has 
tested gain twist barrels.

Read with great interest your remarks 
in latest PRECISION SHOOTING. I’m 
sure you remember the Winchester 115 
primer that went over so well after the 
War, in fact we bought all Winchester 
had, cleaned out their stock as they were 
so popular with the bench rest boys, were 
believed to have a lighter ‘‘fire’’ than the 
Winchester 120. Has Remington gone 
back to the old method of manufacture on 
the 7%2 primer? | notice almost no one 
uses this primer any more in Bench Rest 
— it’s a shame too as it was the ‘‘only”’ 
primer when it was popular. 

Last spring | installed a range at our 
place, complete with large screen chro- 
nograph, shooting house covering the 
bench rest, large inside bench for 
cleaning rifles, electric lights, provision 
for air conditioning and heat at a later 
date. In order to keep down noise, made 
a muffler 8’x20”x20”, with nine baffles 
and lined with special sound board used 
in sound studios.

. Now what happened when the 
system was used on Ruger?? 

Put in a word, this new Remington 
case, the .357 maximum, just might work 
as a small capacity Schuetzen case, and 
it could be body turned for optimum brass 
before any neck turning is done. First 
guns produced out of here, | will want in 
strong actions. Lots of unanswered 
questions until we have brass available, 
of course. And the real big question mark 
.... Might this be a benchrest case?? 
Sure like the straight body .... case 
body turning will be so easy .... 

Back to my earlier subject, statistics. 
The competition rifle maker can easily 
become trapped in his own processes of 
manufacture and possibly end up way out 
in left field in making winning guns .... 
it is well to keep abreast of what all types 
of competition shooters are doing. 

It was with much interest that the 


results of the Coors Schuetzen Shoot 
were received .... over 70 competitors 

. shooting Schuetzen rifles, either 
original old style, made by the old 
masters, or modern rifles, made in the old 
style ....i.e., button rifled Darr barrels 
etc., fitted up to engrave bullets when 
breach seated. 

One man, Byron Rodewalt, using a 
modern action, Ruger, together wth a 
modern cut rifled barrel by MATCO, and 
also using present benchrest systems of 
chambering and small capacity turned 
neck cases. The .309 bullet was not 
engraved, being a close fit in the turned 
neck of the case, lands and grooves were 
of equal width, not narrow lands. 

One familiar with the various single 
shot actions comes to realize the dif- 
ferences between them. They each have 
their individual pluses and minuses. The 
Ruger is one of the strongest actions, the 
material has a Rockwell hardness of 
HRC-45 to 47. It also has the disad- 
vantage of having probably the slowest 
locktime of all the actions available. So, 
in addition to the normal slow barrel time

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of lead bullets without gas checks, Mr. 
Rodewalt had to hold that rifle like a 
stonewall .... due to a locktime hand- 
icap. For him to place in the Top 20 with 
this rig, which was new, tested in only the 
briefest of fashions, and breaking a lot of 
new ground in the Schuetzen world, 
would have been commendable. But to 
place third in the grand, after missing the 
first match completely, and shooting 
against rifles using methods that had a 
hundred years of refinements .... 
people should appreciate exactly what 
this fellow accomplished. It should cause 
makers of Schuetzen style rifles to do a 
bit of thinking about reorganizng their 
methods of manufacture. ‘‘Good enough 
for Pope”’ type of thinking in making up 
a competition rig is not good enough for 
today! 

To cut the hammer fall on the Ruger 
action would be simple. It appears that a 
system to replace the coil spring with the 
faster action of a flat spring would be 
advantageous. 

This line of thought will not be at all 
popular with people that spent a con- 
siderable amount of money to get a fine 
old Schuetzen rifle with the original set of 
tools, accessories, false muzzle and all 
the rest of the kit and kaboddle. However, 
it’s a question of what do you want to 
accomplish. If the Coors backing gives 
rise to a dramatic pick-up in the 
Schuetzen sport, and the level of com- 
petition really picks up, fellows, those 
wonderful historic rifles by the old 
masters just are not going to cut it. Notice 
that there were only three of the old- 
timers in the top ten. 

The average barrel received here from 
MATCO at this time is so far superior to 
the Pope barrels that have been in- 
spected that Pope would have been long 
lost in the dust. Even Zischang who made 
probably the smoothest barrels of the old 
masters would have trouble competing 
with them. If one considers that MATCO 
barrels are available in either stainless or 
chrome moly steel, the others are just too 
far out of date from the material 
standpoint. 

Recently a couple of fellows came into 
the shop and wanted to have a Python 
barrel installed on a Ruger Single Six 
revolver. Examination of the Python 
barrel showed sulphur spots and reamer 
marks; apparently more time and work 
had been spent on the outside finish than 
had been spent on the interior. Per- 
sonally, I'll take ultimate interior finish 
over ultimate exterior finish any day of the 
week, and twice on Sundays. | had both 
fellows look at the interior of the Python 
barrel, then set a piece of a MATCO .44

caliber barrel into the bore scope. Sat 
back and waited for their reaction.... 
which was a hundred percent predictable 
.... “hold the job; order us a MATCO 
barrel.’’ Their barrel, 30 inches long, inch 
and a half diameter just arrived in the 
shop. Preliminary examination shows me 
that it is probably one of the finest fin- 
ished .38 caliber barrels that | have ever 
seen. Had another machinist friend look 
at it; all he could say was ‘‘good gad!”’. 
Had to agree with his assessment. 

We live in a wonderful era. | have seen 
shooting go from one inch groups once 
in a great while to now 1s and 2s are 
pretty common. It’s truly great to be a 


part of it all. Thank you, each and every 
one. 

P.S. Jim Hank just sent me a target. It’s 
five shots in .070, a40X Remington barrel 
rechambered here to .22 PPC. Stock was 
rebedded by Dave Saito. Jim had bought 
the original 40X rifle from Bob Pease at 
a sale Bob had last year. So several of 
us had something going on that nice 
shooting gun. A .070 group, and on the 
sighter target below, four shots in .131. 
The load was 27.5 grains H-322, F-205 
primers, Winchester 53 grain match 
bullets, seated .003 off the lands. Neck 
tension very light. Chronograph showed 
3251 f.p.s. from the 19 inch barrel.

Rick Hornbeck’s December P.S. article 
titled ‘‘Not All Primers Are Created 
Equal’’ was an excellent revelation of the 
dimensional and geometrical variations in 
primers. He touched on the shape and 
height of cups, the shape, height and 
tipping of anvils and the variations and 
errors inherent in seating them into the 
case. 

Now if Rick had a laboratory analytical 
balance capable of weighing to plus or 
minus .001 grain he would discover 
additional variables that would shake up 
his confidence in them beyond all manner 
of comprehension. 

Cups vary in weight, the anvils vary in 
weight and the priming mixture varies in 
weight. Accordingly, any attempt to pick 
unfired primers by weight in the hope of 
improving rifle precision is an exercise in 
futility, as three variables changing in- 
dependently leads into a hopeless mess. 
It's easy to weigh cups and anvils, but 
how about the mixture? Offhand | would 
think we’d be more interested in the 
variability of the mixture, as this is the 
sting that sets off the powder charge. 

The easiest way to do this is to weigh 
an unfired primer, fire it (no powder or 
bullet), clean off all black crud and re- 
weigh it. The loss in weight will be the 
weight of the priming mixture and the little 
retaining paper foil. For all practical 
purposes the foil is so small that its 
weight can be considered a constant. 
Repeating this process about ten or 
twenty times for each brand of primer 
gives us an idea of the average amount 
of priming mixture and its variability in 
weight. It tells us nothing about the 
chemical composition of the mix. The 
spread in weight is a rough measure of 
how uniformly the manufacturer 
“loaded’”’ his primers.

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| began checking the variance in primer mixture weights in 1959, and have rechecked 
most brands occasionally ever since. The following table lists the total deviation from 
average.

Tests on other primers gave similar results, viz. Rem 612 13.6 and 17.4%, Small RWS 
4.0% rechecked at 4.0%, Fed. 200 13.8%, CCl 450 21.7% and Fed 205 at 14.5%. 

The 1982 lot of Rem. 7¥2 with a 23.2% spread in weight made me think my balance 
had gone sour, but this was not the case and twenty more primers indicated a 23.8% 
spread. 

The Federal match primers currently have the lowest percentage variation in weight. 
The small RWS primers are (or were) good, but they are not generally available and 
the ones | had frequently blew a pinhole at the cup curvature causing gas cutting of 
the bolt face. So in addition to dimensional variations we have substantial variations 
in the weight of priming mix. Rick was so right when he said that all primers are not 
created equal, certainly not as equal as they could be. We don't allow our powder 
charges or bullet weights to vary by 5 to 20%. 

Still on the subject of primers, but changing the tune a bit, | decided a couple of years 
ago to measure the strength of anvils, that is, the force required to crush them flat. 
| placed the anvil on a flat steel cylinder, adjusted the arm of a small arbor press 
horizontally and pulled down on it with a spring scale. The anvils collapsed suddenly 
with no lag time. Knowing the lever arm ratio of the press it was easy to calculate the 
crushing force in pounds. 

Here are the data for twenty anvils of each designation. You may attach whatever 
level of importance you wish to the subject of anvil strength.

The two legged Rem. 7¥2 anvils are 
sturdy little items while the lower weight, 
more open three legged Winchesters 
collapse much easier. Frankly | don't 
know which is best, tough ones or weak 
ones. 

Now to cap off this weary dissertation 
on nothing much, | turned to primer flash 
photography which kept me out of 
mischief for a while. | cut off an old 222 
Rem. barrel just ahead of the chamber 
and screwed it into a Rem. 700 action | 
had on hand. Clamping this in a small vise 
placed in front of a big piece of con- 
struction paper lined off into 2’ squares 
put me in business. 

| took primer flash shots of small 
primers then enlarged the pocket of a 222 
Rem. case to accept large primers. This 
kept all photos on about the same relative 
basis. 

What a display of fireworks! Photos 1 
through 8 illustrate flash differences. 
Some primers throw out long streamers 
of red hot particles of solid or burning 
metal, while others burst forth with 
simple, short hot flames. The large 
primers with 65 to 75% more priming mix 
give correspondingly more heat, fire, 
noise, light and gas pressure. 

After taking about a hundred photo- 
graphs | learned that the size of the flash 
varies in direct proportion to the weight 
of the priming mix exploded. But isn’t this 
what we would expect? 

Using thin 0.175 or 0.210” diameter 
discs of aluminum sheet drilled with 
.082”, .070”, .060”, .052” and .040” flash 
holes, and the same primer, the camera 
saw a slight decreasing of length, di-

ameter and volume of flash as the flash 
hole diameter decreased. 

In another experiment, deliberately 
burring up some flash holes resulted in 
smaller, shorter, non-uniform flames, 
which suggests that deburring the inside 
of flash holes isn’t all a bunch of crap. 

However, in all honesty, the apparent

visible size and violence of primer flashes 
suggest that all primers may be more 
than adequate to start an appropriate 
powder column into its act. And like the 
despondent old maid we go on wondering 
if primer A is really better than primer B, 
C, or D.

What do you do in arms design after you've designed the best possible firearm within 
the parameters of modern technology and materials? You limit the parameters to those 
of the old days and make improvements on percussion and flintlock weapons. What 
do you do after you’ve achieved the accuracy of a one-caliber hole with the best of 
modern equipment? You go back to the limitations of trying to do the same thing with 
single shot rifles of a weight and design that also may be fired in the offhand position, 
and to bullets cast of lead alloy without gaschecks. That’s the endeavor of shooters 
who fire in the benchrest matches of the American Single Shot Rifle Association at 
their regular national and regional single shot matches. 

The problem is that there are only so many original single shot rifles in existence, 
and some of those are in the hands of collectors who think that shooting them somehow 
lessens their values. So you build your own, using original or recently manufactured 
actions and barrels of modern steels, rifled with the most accurate methods of current 
technology. 

This article by Paul Shuttleworth offers some hints for building your own single shot 
rifle, capable of one-hole accuracy. It was printed originally in the newsletter of the 
ASSRA and has helped many members to get on the firing line with accurate rifles. 
Mr. Shuttleworth reproduces rough-inletted stocks for these rifles and is the driving 
force behind the Delaware Valley Schuetzen Society. 

The next issue of Precision Shooting will have on this page a list of suppliers of parts 
and services for shooters who want to build their own rifles, and the ASSRA newsletter 
lists gunmakers who can build them for you, with information on how to make them 


shoot.

BUILDING A SINGLE SHOT RIFLE 


With the current scarcity of target 
grade single shot rifles with perfect 
bores, the cost of acquisition has de- 
terred most people from buying one. 
Even in you have one or are willing to put 
out this kind of money as a collector, the 
wisdom of actually shooting an original 
rifle can be questioned. While it may not 
do sucha rifle any harm, it is difficult to 
see how it would do it any good either. 
Once | almost drove out of a rifle range 
parking lot with a Stevens-Pope 49-4412 
lying on the roof of my car in its canvas 
case. Luckily, another shooter stopped 
me before it fell off. With that in mind, | 
have become increasingly reluctant to 
shoot original rifles. Another factor that 
has encouraged me to shoot built-up 
guns is the fact that the old rifles may not 
be of a design that | can shoot very well, 
especially in the off-hand position. Most 
oldtime rifles have stocks that are too 
long and combs that are too low. Butt- 
plates and plain rests tend to be poorly 
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designed by modern standards and not fit 
the shooter properly. 

All of these conditions, plus no doubt 
more, have led an increasing number of 
people to build up their own rifles from 
currently available components. Why 
not? Almost everything needed is readily 
available. 

In order to end up with a rifle that will 
prove to be satisfactory, at the very 
beginning you have to decide just what 
sort of shooting you plan to do with it. A 
hunting rifle may not work out too well for 
benchrest matches. 

If you want a rifle for hunting, there are 
a lot of categories in the hunting style. 
What are you going to hunt — buffalo, 
squirrels, deer... ? The game that you 
hunt will determine the stock style, cal- 
iber, and the weight. The caliber will 
determine to some extent the action. 
Should you decide on a woodchuck rifle 
with a high pressure cartridge, the smart 
money would avoid the Ballard. No 


Stevens action is suitable for .45-70, and 
on the other hand, a massive Falling 
Block Works action makes no sense for 
a .22 rimfire. 

Let’s consider a built-up rifle lock, 
stock, and barrel: 


ACTION 

.22 rimfire actions are readily available. 
Stevens made almost 100,000 Model 44 
actions, most of them rimfire, and most 
of them junk now. If you stay with a 
straight grip stock, you will have fewer 
problems because they are more com- 
mon. The Ballard No. 3 rifles are nice, too, 
but somewhat scarce. In any project, 
don't make the mistake of dismantling a 
fine rifle and destroying its collector’s 
value as well. For .22 rimfire, the Favorite 
is a fine choice and very common. Other 
boy's rifles may work out, but why fool 
with them when you can get a Favorite? 
For a high class .22, the Winchester Low 
Wall could be a good choice, but even 
Low Walls are expensive, valuable, and 
have factory authentication. A junker rifle 
with no collector’s value but with a sound 
action would be ideal, but even these may 
become valuable in 50 years. A good 
Favorite action will run about $50, a 44 
about $75, and a Ballard $100, but the 
cost of the action will be only a part of 
your investment. 

For a small caliber centerfire hunting 
rifle, all of the above actions are suitable 
for low pressure lead bullet loads such as 
the 22-10, 22WCF, 22-15, and 25-20 
caliber. You can also consider the Falling 
Block Works model K which is suitable for 
the high speed loads as well. The little 
FBW is readily available and ready to go 
without expensive alterations and refi- 
nishing. 

Let’s consider the highbore hunting 
rifles. (It would seem that we have 
overlooked the medium bores, but who 
uses the .32-40 as a deer rifle?) Suitable 
actions are the Sharps, Winchester, 
Remington Rolling Block and Hepburn, 
Ballard, and the Falling Block Works. 
When you consider the value of the older 
actions adapted to hunting rifles, com- 
pared to their much higher value in 
original form, you will see the sense in my 
recommendation to use the currently 
manufactured Ruger, FBW, or Hauck 
actions. These are perfectly suitable for 
sporting use and are very economical, 
and (best of all) they are readily available. 
While the Ruger and Hauck will accom- 
modate almost any caliber, the medium 
size FBW is suitable only up to 45-70, and 
the large model L is required for the long 
.45 and .50 cailbers. 

The actions for target rifles are a 
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different matter entirely. Here we are not 
talking about strength, history, and 
availability, but rather about their suit- 
ability for use in competition. If you are 
reasonably serious about competing 
seriously with other shooters, you will 
need the best you can get. Right now we 
should make the distinction between a 
match rifle used for benchrest shooting 
and one used for offhand. Not only are the 
stock and barrel requirements different 
between benchrest and offhand guns, but 
the characteristics of the action are 
different in their trigger pull and lock time. 
These two items must be very refined for 
an offhand rifle and can be much less so 
for a benchrester. While the Falling Block 
Works action is a fine strong action, it 
does not have double set triggers and it 
certainly does not have fast lock time. For 
benchrest use, however, it is entirely 
adequate. The Winchester is dis- 
tinguished usually by its poor triggerpull 
and a hammer fall resembling a barn door 
closing. Curing these faults is expensive, 
so why bother? For offhand rifles, use the 
Stevens or Ballard actions. Even un- 
altered, their hammer fall is pretty fast 
and double set triggers are fairly com- 
mon. Even their single triggers are better 
than that of the Winchester. 


BARREL 


For the barrel characteristics of your 
target rifle, weight is the answer. For 
bench rest use, a .32 caliber should be at 
least 2” in diameter, and class II guns (.40 
caliber and larger) are better with heavier 
barrels. If you have a bad back, have a 
friend lift the heavy end for you. The big 
barrels are probably no more accurate 
than the normal sized jobs, but they are 


easier to shoot accurately. For offhand 
use, anumber four Winchester equivalent 
is a good choice for the average expe- 
rienced shooter. | prefer a full octagon 
that measures 1-1/8” - 1-1/16”, breech to 
muzzle, 28” to 30” in length. Although 
your experience may indicate that this is 
too heavy and you are of average size, 
you still may regret getting a lighter 
barrel. An Anschutz 1413 weighs about 
16 pounds with iron sights and nobody 
ever makes them lighter. A single shot 
with No. 4 barrel and scope will weigh 
about 14 pounds. 


STOCK 


The stock selected for your benchrest 
rifle will not necessarily need a forend. 
The buttstock should have a high comb, 
very little drop at the heel, and no 
cheekpiece. This style of stock is easiest 
to shoot. Use a flat metal or rubber 
buttplate and avoid hooks like the plague. 
You may want to attach a wide non- 
traditional forend attached by two screws 
about two inches apart at the rear of the 
forend, floating the front of the barrel. | 
know of one hot shooting .45 set up in this 
way. 

For sights on the benchrester, hang on 
a 35 or 36 power short target scope, and 
you are ready to go. 

As | see it, a good benchrest gun can 
be built up on an FBW Model J action with 
2” to 2%” round barrel not blued inside, 
straight high comb stock, caliber .32-40 
or .33-40, mounted with a Leupold 36X 
scope in a Redfield 3200 bigbore mount. 

For offhand use, a good stock design 
is one of the original style Schuetzen 
patterns as made by the factory or

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old-time custom makers. It should have 
a fairly high comb but still be able to clear 
a cleaning rod and have a lot of drop at 
the heel. The length should be no more 
than 13”, and shorter is better if you 
shoot a modern offhand position. You 
could consider a multi-adjustable butt- 
plate, or even cut the top prong off of a 
Schuetzen style buttplate, but don’t saw 
into an original one. With a single prong 
plate that hooks under the shoulder, wrap 
friction tape around the prong to help 
keep the rifle against your shoulder. The 
forend should be original style, not some 
hideous non-functional beavertail. To the 
bottom of this forend, by all means, at- 
tach a palm rest. 

As | see it, a good offhand rifle would 
have a Ballard or Stevens double set 
trigger action, Pope 3-finger lever, No. 4 
barrel, Schoyen or Stevens Model 54 
buttstock, Stevens forend, Stevens- 
Pope style palm rest, Schoyen or 
Stevens No. 5 buttplate, and an exter- 
nally adjustable telescope. For iron sight 
shooting, use a tube sight even if you 
happen to have original sights. A good 
caliber for a first rifle is .32-40. Try the 
exotic calibers later. 

What do the target guns cost?

You will have to finish the stock, or pay 
$100 to $400 to have it done. If you have 
a scope, you are way ahead. 

One more comment on currently made 
rifles. Why do so many people throw 
together a rifle, never finish the barrel or 
action, leave the wood a mess, and end 
up with a very ugly, yet very accurate 
rifle? Spend a little time and money and 
get it finished so that it looks like a quality 
rifle. You will find that a poorly finished or 
unfinished rifle may shoot well, but it fails 
to impress and is worth very little money 
when you try to sell it. Even if you have 
to have it done, get it finished right and 
keep the good name of single shot rifles 
untarnished.

New Wilson Sizing Die 
Announced

Last fall when Jack Wilson of L.E. 
Wilson Inc. visited me | was concerned to 
learn that his father, L.E. (Sam) Wilson 
had taken a serious fall sometime earlier 
in the summer. While quite up in years 
Sam has remained active in the business 
and in fact considered it his special duty 
to make any and all special order sizing 
dies that came into the Wilson shop. It 
was sad to learn that the Wilsons were 
considering stopping any special orders 
because the demands of their regular 
production would not permit time. 

There was however, a glimmer of hope 
for the user as Jack was at that time 
considering a new sizing die and had in 
fact visited me for some suggestions and 
opinions. While he seemed aware that a 
tremendous array of sizes are needed for 
today's diversified market, Jack was 
nevertheless quite adamant that he did 
not want to go to interchangeable sizing 
bushings in any Wilson die unless he 
could be certain that not one iota of the 
Wilson quality would be sacrificed by so 
doing. 

He was equally adamant that Wilson 
would never consider a floating sizer or 
an aluminum die. | confess at that point 
to more or less giving up hope for a new 
Wilson die, given today’s market. 

A few weeks later came a phone call 
from Jack with a few more questions and 
then silence persisted. Just at Christmas 
time | received another call asking if | 
would look over a couple of prototype 
dies that he was sending down and | felt 
like a kid waiting for Santa. 

The new Wilson sizers were fantastic! 
Superbly machined and well engineered 
all the way. 

The first had an inside springloaded 
chamber that would guide the cartridge in 
alignment with the sizer bushing that 
resulted in three working parts and a 
couple extra operations. It would ob- 
viously have to cost considerably more 
money and since Wilson’s tests indicated 
the guilding didn’t offer any advantage to 
the end result that prototype was quickly 
rejected in favor of the standard version 
of the Wilson Neck Sizing die with in- 
terchangeable sizer bushing. 
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The die body is made up of two parts, 
the main body and its bolt on top. The top 
is held by two vertical machine screws, is 
indexed for correct orientation with the 
body and serves to permit entry to the 
recess for the sizer bushing. This is 
where Wilson quality really shows with a 
superbly machined hardened steel sizer 
bushing fitting snugly and smoothly into 
a very carefully machined recess. 
Alignment with the bolt-on top is such 
that the bushing is carefully locked into a 
superbly fit chamber in perfect alignment 
with the body portion of the die below. 

The bushing itself is unique. Jack tells 
me that for years all of Sam’s custom 
sizer dies maintained a taper of .001” 
over the length of the neck, being ob- 
viously larger at the point the neck 
entered and tapering toward where the 
mouth of the case is sized. All these 
Wilson sizer bushings have exactly that 
same taper machine polished on their 
inside bore. Since the bushing can be 
placed in the die upside down the size 
marking location will orient the posi- 
tioning and will be covered in what Jack 
says will be a lengthy page of directions 
to be furnished with every die. 

In our several conversations on the 
phone somehow one of us hit on the idea 
that both open ends of the bushing could 
be chamfered to permit the case mouth 
to enter thus letting an owner whose 
brass had become harder and was 
springing back too much to hold the 
bullet, merely reverse the bushing to have 
an EMERGENCY bushing that would size 
his case necks just enough more to get 
him by until the next smaller bushing 
could be acquired. Jack made the leade 
into the bushing slightly more prominent 
at the normal entry end than at the 
emergency end of the bushing. 

One might think that this is where the 
die’s description would end but there is 
yet one more goodie to describe. The 
knockout rod is made of steel, has a pin 
small enough to locate well and of a size 
not to damage conventional PPC flash 
holes. It is held in the top part of the die 
by two opposing screws at the ends of 
which are fiber plugs that come to bear

against the sides of the knock-out rod. By 
tightening or loosening these screws 
more or less tension can be applied to the 
k/o to prevent it from falling out or being 
driven out by mallet force. For arbor press 
use these screws would be loosened to 
permit the k/o to move freely in and out 
of the die. 

The k/o rod will not change size at each 
caliber increase, thus there will be a 
degree of interchangeability between 
dies of a similar body family. For example 
the .22 PPC die may be used for 6 PPC 
merely by changing to the correct 
bushing. The 222 Mag. die may be 
changed to 6x47 by the same means. A 
.308 die can be used for 7-08 and a .257 
changed to 7x57. A .222 cannot be 
changed to .223 because their body 
dimensions are very different. 

The usual Wilson ground finish on fine 
tool steel is evident all the way to the 
Wilson name and caliber markings which 
are apparently put on prior to finish grind 
because they look like the side of a 
pre-war Smith & Wesson and most 
certainly not like a modern Smith. All in 
alll have the feeling that this die will pretty 
much revolutionize the benchrest game 
over the next couple of years. The quality 
is there and that combined with the 
Wilson reputation will assure ready ac- 
ceptance.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The fourteenth annual IBS winter meeting is now 
an event of the past. The meeting would be termed 
a success in the minds of most of those who at- 
tended. Attendance at the meeting was the best that 
| have seen since beginning to attend the annual 
meetings four years ago. There were over sixty 
members there and many were new faces indicating 
an interest was being taken in the agenda items. 
Although none of the single items can be truly called 
any more significant than any of the others, there 
were three that stand out above the others in my 
mind. The three are: 1.) The continuance of the three 
gun nationals to include heavy bench, heavy varmint 
and light varmint rifles; 2.) The continuance of 
membership voting at annual meetings; and 3.) The 
addition of registered 300 yard shooting to Hunter 
and Varmint for score competition. 

Other action that was taken includes a change to 
the awarding of world record certificates. The rule 
has been changed on a one year trial basis to have 
world record certifictes awarded to individuals 
breaking an existing record in the same match, 
tournament, or on the same day. Shooters should 
also be aware that the agenda item concerning 
preregistration for IBS championships was passed. 
The new rule will require at least 30 day preregi- 
stration for all IBS championships. A late fee 
(mandatory) of $10.00 will be assessed for all reg- 
istrations received less than 30 days prior to the 
championships. In the case of an individual not being 
able to attend, a full refund will be made. A full report 
by Evelyn Richards will be made in the magazine at 
a later date. 

It is not too early for individuals with items for next 
year’s agenda to submit them. In fact, it is ad- 
vantageous to submit them early so that they can be 
published in PS earlier. This would give an oppor- 
tunity for the shooters to discuss them through the 
competitive season. 

Until next month may you and all yours be safe.

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IBS International Record Targets 
WHOSE RESPONSIBILITY? 


Jim Borden — Chairman, Measuring Committee 


Over the past two years | have witnessed 
individuals shoot groups and/or aggregates that 
were potential records and those individuals 
were then extremely confused on what to do 
with the targets. There are a number of points 
that should become generally understood by all 
competitors in IBS to help eliminate the 
confusion and ensure that no one ‘‘cheats”’ 
themself out of a record. It is for this purpose 
that the information in this article is being 
shared. There are two areas to consider when 
documenting information for potential record 
targets. These two areas are the rules as 
spelled out in the IBS Bylaws and the other 
subtle items such as clean target identification 
and labeling. 

First, let us review the rules as listed in the 
IBS Bylaws and rule book. Records are mainly 
addressed on page 10 of the current rule book 
in Part |, Section Ill, paragraph L. For our 
purposes here, only the highlights of those rules 
will be discussed. It would be to each com- 
petitors benefit to read that rule occasionally to 
keep its points fresh in the mind. 

Point #1 — All targets, backer(s) and 
sighter(s) are to be properly identified and 
signed by all three referees plus range officer. 
(Exception: when the required number of shots 
can be identified on the record target, backers 
are not required.) Proper identification will be 
discussed later in this article. 

Point #2 — The target(s), backer(s) and 
sighter(s) are to be turned over to the Host Club 
IBS Director with duplicate letters stating all 
information on the competitor's registration 
card. 

Point #3 — The competitor shall be re- 
sponsible for submitting all record targets, 
backers, and sighters to the proper authorities 
on or before the last day of the tournament. 

Point #4 — The Host Club IBS Director will 
retain one copy of the letter for his/her files. The 
target(s), backer(s), sighter(s) with a copy of the 
letter containing the competitors registration 
information will be forwarded to the chairman of 


the measuring committee. 

Now, let’s discuss the second area and that 
is the interpretation of the above points and 
some helpful hints for competitors to ensure 
that proper documentation of their targets takes 
place. The range crew does not normally au- 
tomatically segregate the backers for potential 
records, since they usually don’t know you’ve 
shot one. Therefore, you need to contact them 
and ask them to help you locate your backers. 
Ensure that you check the markings on the 
backer(s) and ensure that the relay numbers and 
match numbers match the ones you need. For 
300 yard matches, you also need the separate 
sighter target. 

Now that you have done this, closely examine 
each target and properly mark on the back your 
name, the date, the class fired, the caliber used, 
the distance, the match number and the relay 
number along with your competitor number. 
Then check the front of the target to ensure that 
it is properly marked. If for some reason, the 
warmup match was eliminated and the first 
match target is marked with the ‘‘W”’ code on 
front, ensure the Host Club Director or range 
officer notes and signs this fact on each target 
that is so marked. 

Then, you need to round up each of the 
referees and the range officer and have them 
sign each target, backer, and in the case of 300 
yard targets, the sighter target. Of course they 
will need to verify the proper number of shots, 
target number, class information, etc. 

Finally, write a duplicate letter from you to the 
Host Club Director indicating that you believe 
you have a potential record. Indicate the class, 
distance and potential record category. Also 
include in this letter the information that you 
filled out on your registration card. 

It is hoped that the above information will help 
improve the understanding of the information 
and handling procedures required for potential 
records.
